• WHY the change to cooking? 

My love of food began because I love 
to eat.

Funding of £50,000 towards 
youth projects in Crewkerne 


SOMERSET County Council has 
awarded £50,000 towards youth 
projects in Crewkerne, thanks to 
extensive work by county council¬ 
lor John Dyke over the last two 
months. 

Councillor Dyke was unable to 
attend the town council meeting on 
Monday but, in his absence, the 
town clerk Jeanne Warner, read out 
a statement on his behalf. 

He said: “The application which 
I made for an award under the 
Community Enablement Fund - for 
the benefit of youth services in 
Crewkerne - has succeeded. 

“I remain critical of the county 
council for withdrawing almost en¬ 
tirely from the provision of youth 
services within Somerset, however, 
as town councillors will know, the 
George Reynolds Centre was de¬ 
signed to accommodate youth serv¬ 
ices for our town and, in addition, 
you have agreed to fund a sustain¬ 
able and on-going youth provision 
to operate within it. 

“I emphasised to the administra-

tion at County Hall that all this was 
done without any call on county re¬ 
sources. Hence it was not unrea¬ 
sonable for a contribution from the 
SCC’s Community Enablement 
Fund be made; thus enabling an en¬ 
hanced provision for the young 
people of our town. 

“Consequently I am pleased to 
report that the county council are 
awarding Crewkerne the maximum 
it can award under this budget - the 
sum of £50,000. 

“Crewkerne has a lot of young 
people and I know they value the 
health-giving and often mind¬ 
stretching activities which the 
youth service has traditionally pro¬ 
vided. Can I commend the town 
council for its decision-making in 
this area - decisions which have en¬ 
abled me to make a strong evi¬ 
dence-based application for the 
benefit of our youth.” 

The mayor, Councillor Robin 
Pailthorpe commented: “Congrat¬ 


ulations to John on achieving that.” 

His sentiment was echoed by 
town and district councillor Angie 
Singleton who said the bid would 
not have been successful without 
Councillor Dyke’s hard work. 

The announcement was in good 
time for the decision on the annual 
precept for the Council Tax which 
the town council could only have 
kept at a zero rating by cutting back 
on its youth provision from 
£19,000 to £15.910. The shortfall 
could now be covered by the 
county grant. 

• IN addition there was news from 
Councillor Dyke of funds towards 
the Henhayes project in relation to 
the provision of a 2m hard surface 
around the perimeter of the Hen¬ 
hayes recreation field for the pur¬ 
pose of training, walking and 
healthy exercise. A total of £4,000 
has been awarded towards this 
project from the county council 
Health and Wellbeing Fund. The 
majority of this came from Coun-

cillor Dyke’s budget and £500 
came from that of Merriott county 
councillor Paul Maxwell, as many 
of his constituents will use the fa¬ 
cility.

as well, in his dedicated 
working life. 

Tony English was bom in 
Chelsea on January 21st 
1947 and was fortunate to 
see the Festival of Britain. 
At 16 he moved to 
Cheshire, where he at¬ 
tended grammar school be¬ 
fore starting an engineering 
apprenticeship in the air¬ 
craft industry with De Hav- 
illand. 

Tony won their award for 
apprentice of the year and, 
in 1969 at only 19, the NE 
Rowe medal for hovercraft 
design from the Royal 
Aeronautical Society. 

In Cumbria he was ap¬ 
pointed chief designer of 
the Sealand Hovercraft 
which sold all over the 
world. Many are now in 
museums, including one on 
the National Hovercraft 
Museum in Lee on Solent, 
which bears a plaque with 
his name. 

In 1975, he married 
Polly and they moved to 
Southampton where he 
worked for Hovermarine, 
producing large miltary and 
civil hovercraft. In the 80s 
all the hovercraft used in

While in Southampton he 
met up with a TV producer 
for ITV and began working 
as the resident science ex¬ 
pert on a Saturday morning 
live TV show “No 73”. 

While in Southampton 
Tony also won his second 
Royal Aeronautical Society 
award, for the design of a 
light aircraft. 

Moving to Crewkerne in 
1983, he began working 
for Westland as a design

engineer, later diversifying 
into graduate training, until 
2004 when he took early 
retirement. 

Tony filled his retirement 
with volunteering at the 
Fleet Air Arm Museum 
where he created a very 
popular Pirates’ Day, with 
the help of CUDOS mem¬ 
bers Richard Walters and 
Vikki Rolley. As a judge at 
the annual Rotary Club 
inter-school tech challenge 
he sought to inspire the 
next generation of engi¬ 
neers. 

He drove the community 
bus and was working on a 
book about aircraft build¬ 
ing between the wars. 

Diana said: “He was also 
a passionate photographer 
and was rarely seen with¬ 
out a camera in his hand, 
encouraging many young 
people to take up the sub¬ 
ject. He was thrilled to pho¬ 
tograph Her Majesty the 
Queen and Prince Philip on 
their visit to Crewkerne last 
May. 

“All this was alongside 
his other passion for drama 
with CUDOS, where he 
acted, directed, wrote pan¬ 


tos, painted the scenery and 
backcloths and actively 
avoided dancing and 
singing! 

“He was always smiling, 
laughing, telling one of his 
many stories and making 
those around him feel spe¬ 
cial. 

“In all the things he did 
he thought first and fore¬ 
most about the family and 
he said recently that with 


the arrival of his grandchil¬ 
dren he felt his happiness 
was complete.”

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Cooking up a storm for Rotary contest

EIGHT budding cooks en¬ 
tered the Crewkerne Ro¬ 
tary Club’s Young Chef 
Competition last Friday, 
won by Tom Johnson, 
from Merriott. 

Tom was the only en¬ 
trant to have also taken 
part in last year’s contest 
and will now go on to rep¬ 
resent Crewkerne in the 
district final. He im¬ 
pressed the judges with his 
three-course menu of 
spicy parsnip soup, 
creamy pesto chicken with 
roasted tomatoes and a 
rhubarb and ginger cream 


pudding, which particu¬ 
larly pleased them, both in 
flavour and presentation. 

Runner-up was Charlotte 
Eardley, from Seavington, 
who made chicken and 
bacon salad with a honey 
and mustard sauce, cottage 
pie with carrots and broc¬ 
coli, and apple crumble 
with vanilla ice cream. 
Third place went to Emily 
Singleton, from Ilminster, 
and the other entrants were 
Gudran Wood, from Ilmin¬ 


ster, and Brandon Turner, 
Sarah Keylock, Georgia 
Lennox and Lily Limmer, 
all from Crewkerne. 

Held as usual at Wad- 
ham School, the contest 
was on a Friday rather 
than Saturday for the first 
time, which sadly meant 
that last year’s runner-up 
and winner of 2011, Sam 
Clarke, was unable to take 
part as it clashed with his 
exam. However, Sam is 
hoping to return in 2014. 

Now in its seventh year 
at the school, the popular¬ 
ity of the competition has 
grown so much that too

As a general note for the 
future, Mrs Kersley 
pointed out that the food 
should have come out in 
order of courses, to help 
them get used to having to 
organise their timings and 
that the table should be 
laid with what was needed 
by the diner. The young 
chefs had brought the food 
out as it was ready, which 
meant the main course, 
and in some cases the 
desserts, were on the table 
before the starter making

Ebony needs new wheels

■ DETERMINED TO GET THERE: Ebony Court, too tall for her special racing 
chair 


NO ONE in their twen¬ 
ties expect to find they 
are growing again but 
for Paralympic hopeful, 
Ebony Court, the dis¬ 
covery that she had 
grown taller in the last 
six month has spelt po¬ 
tential disaster for her 
wheelchair racing. 

Still working hard to¬ 
wards her dream, the 
athlete has two more 
major races to complete 
to see her taking part in 
her first big international 
event, the Swiss Wheel¬ 
chair Racing Nationals 
in May. 

By then she hopes to 
have raised enough 
money to have a new 
racing chair made. 

Ebony, who has cere¬ 
bral palsy affecting her 
hips, has to sit in her 
chair in a kneeling posi¬ 
tion with her feet facing 
back. The unexpected 
extra height has meant 
she has now out grown 
her racing chair, which is 
only two years old, and 
is in danger of cutting off 
the circulation to her legs 
when using it. 

Ebony’s fundraising 
goal is £2,500 for a new 
bespoke racing chair, 
money towards travel¬ 
ling for training and 
equipment. She also 
needs a light weight day 
chair as she does seated 
discus and javelin as 
well as racing and needs 
more freedom of move¬ 
ment. Although she can 
stand and walk, she can 
only do so for short peri¬ 
ods. 


Still backed by people 
of Merriott, in particular 
the Kings Head public 
house which launched the 
Ebony’s Wheels cam¬ 
paign, she has some seri¬ 
ous fundraising to get 
going in between her rig¬ 
orous training, job hunt¬ 
ing and volunteer work at 
the Red Cross shop in 


Crewkerne. 

To qualify for the inter¬ 
national event on May 
25th-26th in Pratteln, rep¬ 
resenting the University 
of Warwick Wheelchair 
Racing Academy, she first 
has to win at the British 
Wheelchair Athletes As¬ 
sociation Grand Prix at 
Stoke Mandeville on 


April 27th and the 
British Wheelchair Rac¬ 
ing Association Nationals 
held at Stoke Mandeville 
in May. If you would like 
to help Ebony with her 
fundraising, she can be 
contacted via the Face- 
book page, Ebony s 
wheels.

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Fostering? I highly recommend it, says great grandmother 


H ESTER and Larry Macey, who now 
live in Winsham, adopted two children 
in the early 1970s when they lived in 
Crewkerne. 

When they were told they couldn’t adopt a 
third, they began fostering, touching the lives 
of a total of 20 children over the years. 

Hester was always involved in the commu¬ 
nity, even being a town councillor for a while. 

As their own two came of an age to leave 
home, it seemed a natural progression to stop 
but in retirement, with two great grand-chil¬ 
dren, Hester still keeps a stock of books and 
toys for little visitors. 

She said: “I was in the Red Cross and ran the 
cadets for a while, Mrs Fisher from the sweet 
shop in North Street was there and she talked 
about fostering. 

“Larry was an intercontinental lorry driver, 
he was away a lot and we had a three storey 
house in Hermitage Street which we rattled 
around in like peas in a tin, so I filled it full of 
children. 

“A friend once said the house had an atmos¬ 
phere that felt like you could just drop children 
there and they would be safe. 

“There were recesses either side of the fire¬ 
place and to the left there was a big cupboard 
full of toys for the children to help themselves, 
but they always knew they had to put them 
away. 

“They were good days and for anyone teeter¬ 
ing on the edge of whether to foster, I highly 
recommend it. 

“It is a lot of hard work because all the chil¬ 
dren come to you damaged in some way, they 
have been tom from everything they know, but 
the rewards are so great. To see that child 
progress and integrate, is just wonderful. If I 
was younger, I’d do it again now.

“When the children were small I had a 
wardrobe full of clothes of various sizes, I 
made all the girl’s dresses and boy’s pyjamas 
and knitted endless woollies, you had to you 
couldn’t afford to buy everything. The funding 
from the council was very poor in those days - 
to be honest it probably kept us poor - espe¬ 
cially at Christmas but we did it for love, not 
money. 

“The finances are very different now, I have 
a friend whose daughter fosters and she gets 
her expenses covered. 

COMMUNITY SPIRIT 

“Crewkerne people were very good, Jack 
Cornelius at the toyshop would let me put 
money aside with him to save up and if there 
was something a little bit shop soiled he would 
let me have cheaper. 

Charlie Sparks, the greengrocer down the 
road, on a Friday night would leave a box of 
fruit and veg on the doorstep, stuff he knew 
wouldn’t keep past the weekend. I would turn 
up at Key Markets with three kids in the 
pushchair and one either side of me. Someone 
would always deliver the groceries up the hill 
for me. There was a community spirit that’s 
just not there anymore. 

“My mother and mother-in-law both worked 
in Van Heusen, and used to bring me big pieces 
of waste fabric that I could use to make clothes. 
Once when I needed some white fabric for cot 
blankets, and the manager heard, they actually 
delivered some to me in the van. 

“I was strict but not in a bad way, pocket 
money was very limited and they all had to do 
chores like take turns at washing up and the 
bigger ones had to keep their rooms tidy and 


pack toys away but I never expected them to 
do cleaning and that kind of thing. 

“We always ate at table, there is logic in that 
because the mess was always in one place and 
that’s when we would always talk through any 
problems as a family. 

“Crisps and sweets were limited but we al¬ 
ways had fresh fruit around and I baked a lot 
with the children. Before they left me, I made 
sure all the teens knew how to wash and press 
their clothes, sew on a button, how to get a 
meal and vacuum their room. 

One of them said to me recently, she still 
makes my Easer biscuits. 

“We had a living room with a TV and a din¬ 
ing room. I had it rigged so I could pull the TV 
aerial out from the dining room if they didn’t 
come when called for meals. 

“I had a shirt cutter’s ruler along the lintel but 
never ever took it down, it was enough they 
knew it was there, tone of voice was all that 
was needed. 

“I found having a crowd of children made 
them better behaved because they always had 
someone to play with but I did make play 
dough and played endless board games and 
card games. 

“I can see four of them now standing in the 
kitchen with damp paper on plates, sowing 
cress, and we would plant runner beans in jars 
with damp cardboard tubes. 

“The important thing is to give them time and 
love and you should always listen to what they 
have to say - children’s minds are so different 
to ours.”

In 2010 Charlie Hart and Steve Simpson 
trawled the streets of South London and miracu¬ 
lously found three more ex-Slim Chancers who were 
all keen to sign up again to the quest for Ronnie's 
musical holy grail. Original members Charlie Hart, 
Colin Davey, Steve Bingham, Steve Simpson and 
Alun Davies have been described as '64 carat gold 
musicians', and they have 

recently released a well-received retrospective CD, 
'The Show-Goes On' featuring their guests Geraint 
Watkins and Nick Pentelow, playing Ronnie's time¬ 
less material. 

The reborn Slim Chance deliver a dynamic and en¬ 
tertaining show, celebrating the range of Ronnie 
Lane's later music. Slim Chance feature numbers 
such as Kuschty Rye, The Poacher, How Come, Flags 
and Banners and Ooh La La presented in a style glo¬ 
riously true to the genius of Ronnie Lane. The line¬ 
up has gelled into a fine band and become a 
powerful entity in its own right. It's no surprise that 
festivals are now turning to Slim Chance as they rep¬ 
resent good-time music at its very best and A great 
night out for everyone! 

A celebratory birthday gig for Promoter Dave 
Saunders takes place on Saturday, February 16th 
with the appearance of his old band the Rolling 
Drunks!

Most of these cards are bought in the last 6 days 
leading up to Valentine's day. 

6. Each year the city of Verona Italy receives 
more than 1000 valentine's addressed to Shake¬ 
speare's Juliet. It really is amazing how much af¬ 


fection a dead fictional character can attract. 

7 . It was once believed that if a woman saw a 
flying robin on Valentine's day she would end 
up getting married to a sailor. If a sparrow was 
the bird she saw she would end up mar¬ 
rying a man that was poor and live a happy 
life, if she saw a goldfinch then she was to 
marry a man that was a millionaire. One can 
only wonder who she would marry if she 
saw a crow. 

8. In 1929 at the height of prohibition 
Al Capone ordered the killing of 
members of a rival gang run by 
Bugs Moran in Chicago on 
Valentines Day. Authorities were un¬ 
able to find any real evidence to tie Capone to 
the crime and he was never arrested or tried for 
the murder of these seven men. Instead he 
served his time for tax evasion. 

9 . More than 9 million pet owners buy gifts for 
their pets for Valentine's day. Now that is what 
can be called real puppy love. 

10. It is estimated that 15% of the women in / 
the United States who receive flowers for 
Valentine's day send them to themselves. 

There are no figures that tell how many of , 
these women are married, single or in a I 
relationship.

A FORMER colleague of mine in 
my previous job was described 
as having "More faces than the 
town hall clock" such was the facade 
he gave to whoever he was speaking.
